ceſſary: you muſt take 1t into 
your M7zd, and from thence 
throw it into your Heart, 
where you are to embrace it. 
{o _ as never to loſe the 


Poſſeiſzon of it. 


But then it 
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is neceſſary to diſtinguiſh be- 
tween the Reality and the 
Pretence. [a1 Rd (417 
Religion doth not con- 
fiſt in believing the Le- 
gend of the Nurſery, where 
Children with their Mk are 
fed with the Tales of Witch- 
es, Hobgoblins, Prophecies, 
and Miracles.

Perfames, which are general- 
ly thought no . very good 
Symptoms in thoſe that make 
uſe of them. Let your ear- 
neſinefs therefore be reſerv'd 
for your Cloſet, where you 
may have God Almighty to 
your felt: In Publick be ſtill 
and-<caltn, neither undecently 
Careleſs, nor AﬀeFed in the 0- 
ther Extream. 

It 1s-net-trne Devotion, 
to put on an ihgry Zeal 
againſt thoſe who maybe of 
a differing Perſuaſion. Par- 
tiality to our ſelves makes us 
often miſtake it for a Nuty, 
to fall hard upon others 
in that caſe; and bep 


puſhd on by Sefconct RY 
we ſtrike without mercy, he- 


lieving 
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lieving that the Mounds we 
oive are Meritoriows, and that 
we are fighting God Al- 
migaty's Quarrel 3 when the 
truth is, we are only ſetting 
out our ſelves. Our Devo- 
tion too ofien breaketh ou: 
into that Shape which mott 
agreeth with our particular 
Temper. The Cholerick graw 
into a hardned Severity a- 
ainſt all who diflent from 
them 3 ſnatchat all the Texts 
of. Scripture that ſuit with 
their Catplexion; and becauſe 
God's Wrath was ſome time 
kindled, they conclud-, That 
is a Divine Vertue 
are ſo tar trom 1ma- 
g their 1l|-naturd Zeal 
ireth_an Apology, that 
value themfielves upon it, 
and 
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chew what we are command- 
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and triumph in it. Others, 
whoſe Nature is more Credu- 
lous than ordinary, admit no 
Bounds or Meaſure to it ; they 
grow as proud of extending 
their Faith, as Princes are of 
enlarging their Domnions 3 
not conſidering, that our 
Faith, like our Stomach, 1s ca- 
pable of being over-charg'd 
and that as the laſt 1s de- 
ſtroy'd by taking in more than 
it can digeſt, ſo our Reaſor 
may be extinguiſh'd by op- 
prefling it with the weight of 
ro0 many ſtrange things 3 eſpe- 
cially if we are forbidden to 


ed to ſwallow. The Melan- 
choly and the Su/er are apt 
to place a great part of their 
Religion 1n dejected or 1ll- 


hu- | 
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hamour'd Looks, putting on 
an unſociable Face, and de- 
claiming againſt the Innocent 
Entertainments of Life, with 
as much ſharpneſs as they 
could beſtow upon the great- 
eft Crimes, This generally 1s 
only a Vizard, there 1s ſel- 
dom any thing realin it. No 
other thing 1s the better 
for being Sowre 3; and it 
would be hard that Religion 
ſhonld be ſo, which -is the 
beſt of things, In the mean 
time it may be faid with 
truth, Thar this ſarly kind of 
Devotion hath perhaps done 
little leſs hurt in the World, 
by frighing, than the moſt 
ſcandalous Examples have 
done by inteCting it.

very we are In to our ſelves, 
who are the moſt ſevere Ma- 
ſters, whilſt we are under 
the Uſurpation of our Ap- 
petites let looſe and not re- 
ſtrain. 

Religion 1s a chearful thing, 
ſo far from being always at 


Cuffs 
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| Cuffs with Good Humonrs., that 


it is inſeparably united to it. 
Nothing unpleaſant belongs 
to it, thongh the Spirztual 
Cooks have done their unskil- 


ful part to give an ill Relz/b | 


to it. A wile Epicure would 


be Religious for the ſake of | 


Pleaſure : Good Senſe is the 
Foundation of both; and he 
is a Bungler who aimeth at 
true Luxury, but where they 
are joind. 

Religion 1s exalted Reaſon, 
refin'd and lifted from the 
groſler parts of it: It dwel- 
leth in the upper Region of 
the Mzzd, where there are 
feweſt Chile or Miſts to dar- 
ken or offend it; It is both 
the Foundation and the 


Crown of all Vertues: It is 
Mora- 
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Morality improv'd and raisd 
to its height, by being car- 
ried nearer Heaven, the 
only place where Perfe&7- 
| oz refideth. It cleanſeth the 
| Onderſtanding, and bruſh- 
eth off the Earth that hang- 


'| eth about our Souls. It doth 


| not want the Hopes and the 
Terrors which are made uſe 
of to ſupport it 3 neither 
ought it to deſcend to the 
borrowing any Argument 
out of it felf, ſince there we. 
may find every thing that 
ſhould invite us. If we were 
to be hired to Religion, it 
1s able to ont-bid the cor- 
rapted World, with all it 
can offer to us, being ſo much 
the Richer of the two, inevery 
thing where Reaſon is admit- 
ted 
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ted to be Judge of the Value. 
Since this 1s ſo, it is 
worth your pains to make 
Religion your choice, and not 
make uſe of it only as a Re. 
fuge. There are Ladies, who 
finding by the too viſible 
decay of their good Looks, 
that they can ſhine no more 
by that Light, put on the Var- 
iſh of an afteted Devotion, 
to keep up ſome kind of Fi- 
gure in the World. They take 
Sanctuary 1n the Church, "__ 
they are purſued by growing 
Contempt, which will not be 
ſtopt, but followeth them to 
the Altar. Such late penitence 
1s only a diſguiſe for the tor- 
menting grief of being no 
more handſom.

A devout Mind 
hath the Priviledge of be- 
ing free from Paſſrons , as 
ſome Climates are from all 
venemous kind of Crea- 
tures. It will raiſe you above 
the little Vexations to which 
others for want of it, will be 
exposd, and bring you to 
a Temper, not of ſtupid 
Iudifference, but of ſuch a 
wiſe Reſrtenation, that you may 
live 1n the World, fo as it 
may hang about you like a 
looſe Garment, and not tied 
too cloſe to you. 

Take heed of running into 
that common Error, of apply- 
ing God's Judgments upon” 
particular Occaſions. Our

natural, you muſt not be an- 


gry, except you would  in- 


creaſe it. You muſt deny 
tiem as ſeldom as you can, 
and when there is no avoid- 
ing it, you mult do it gerzly;

ill Humour, and take the 
next Opportunity of pleaſing 
them in fome other thing, 
before they either ask or look 


for it: This will ſtrengthen 
your Authority, by making 1t 
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loft to them; and confirm 
their Obedience, by making 
it their Intereſt.

Theſe are the 
Wheels of your Family; and | 
let your Directions be never 
ſo faultleſs, yet if theſe Er | 
gines ſtop or move wrong,

Beſides, the 
Inequality which is between 
you, mult not make you 
forget, that Nature maketh 
no ſuch diſtinftion, bur that 
Servants may be looked up- 


on as humble Friends, and 


that Returns of Kindneſs and 
good Uſage are as much due 
to ſuch of them as deſerve 
it, as their Service 15 due to 
4s when we require it. A fool: 
iſh haughtineſs in the Style of 
ſpeaking, or in the manner of 


commanding them, is in it felt 


very undecent; beſides that

And you will find it true by 
Your 
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your Experience, that you 
will be ſo much the more 
obeyed as you are leſs mpe- 
rious. Be not too haſty in gt- 

ving your Orders, nor too an- 
gry when they are not alto- 
gether obſerved ; much leſs 
are you to be loud, and too 
much diſturbed : An evenneſs 
in diſtinguiſhing when they 
do well or z/1, 1s that which 
will make your Family move 
by a Rule, and without Nolte, 
and will the better ſet out 
your Skill in conducting it 
with Faſe and Silence, that 
it may be like a well-difci- 
plin'd Army; which knoweth 
how to anticipate the Orders 
that are fit to be. given them, 
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do another thing, which 
though it may be better in 
it ſelf, is not to be unſeaſo- 
nably preferred. Allot well 
choſen Hours for the Inſpe- 
| ion of your Family, which 
may be fo diſtinguiſhed from 
the reſt of your Time, that 
the neceſſary Cares may come 
 1n their proper Plate, with- 
out any Influence upon your 
good Humour, or Interrup- 
tion to other things. By 
theſe Methods you will put 
your ſelf in poſſeſſion of being 
valued by your Servants, and 
then their Obedience will natu- 
rally follow: 

[ muſt not forget one of 
the greateſt Articles belong- 
ing to a Family, which is the 
Expence. It muſt not be ſuch, 
| as 
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as by failing either in the 
Time or mealure of it, may ra- 
ther draw Cenſure than gain 
Applauſe. If it was well exa- 
mined, there 1s more Money 
-- given to be laughed at, than 
for any one thing, in the 
World, though the Purcha:- 
ſers do not think ſo, A well- 
ſtated Rule is like the Line; 
when that 1s once paſs'd we 
are under another Pole; fo 
the firſt /fray/ng from a Rule, 
is a ſtep towards makin 
that which was before a Yer 
zue, to change its Nature, 
and to grow either into a 
Vice, or at leaſt an Imperti- 
newce. The Art of laying out 
Money wiſely, 1s not attain- 
ed to without a great deal of 


thought; and it is yet more

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| difficult in the Caſe of a Wife, 


who is accountable to her 
Husband for her miſtakes in 
it, It is not only his Mo- 
ney, his Credit too is at Stake, 
if what lyeth under the Wife's 
Care 1s managed, either with 
undecent Thrift, or too looſe 
Rrofuſion.

This is not 
ſaid to reſtrain you from a 
decent Compliance with the 
World, provided you take 
the wiſer, and not the foo- | 
| liſher 
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liſher part of your Sex for 
your Pattern. Some di/tinit:- 
ons are to be allowed, whilſt 
they are well-ſuited to your - 
| Quality and Fortune, and in 
the diſtribution of the Ex- 
pence, it feemeth to me that 
a full Attendance, and well cho- 
ſen Ornaments for your Houſe, 
will make you a better Fj- 
pure, than 700 much glittering 
in what you wear, which may 
with more eaſe be imitated 
by thoſe that are below you. 
Yet this muſt not tempt you 
to ſtarve every thing but your 
own Appartment; or in or- 
der to more abundance there, 
| give juſt cauſe to the leaſt

She who 
will allow her ſelf to go to 
the utmoſt Extent of every 
thing that is Lawful, 1s ſo 


very near going farther, that 
thoſe who lie at watch, will 
begin to count upon her. 
Mankind, from the double 
temptation of Yanity and De--

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fire, is apt to turn every thing 
a Woman doth to the hopeful 
fide; and there are few who 
dare make an impudent Ap- 
plication, till they diſcern 
ſomething which they are 
willing to take for an Encou- 
ragement. It is ſafer therefore 
to prevent ſuch Forwardneſs, 
than to go about to cure it. 
It gathereth Strength by the 
firſt a/owances, and claimeth a

| nity. Therefore nothing is 


with more care to be avo:d- 
ed, than ſuch a kind of C:v1-

Moſt Men are in one ſence 
Platonick Lovers, though they 
are not willing to own that 
Character.

It 1s an 
ambignows Word ; one kind 
of it 1s as much. a Vertue, as 
the other 1s a Vice': But we 
are naturally ſo apt to chuſe 
the worſt, that 1t 1s become 
dangerous to commend the 
beſt (1de of it. 

A Woman 1s not to be 
proud of her fine Gownz 
nor when ſhe hath leſs Wit 
than her Neighbours, to com- 
fort her ſelf that ſhe hath 
more Lace. Some Ladies put 
bn (0 
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ſo much weight upon Ora- 
ments, thar if one could ſee 
into their Hearts, it would 
be found, that even the 
Thought of Death is made leſs 
heavy to them by the con- 
templation of their being 
laid out in State, and honour- 
ably attended to the Grave. 
One may come a good deal 
{hort of (ach an Extream, and 
yet ſit] be ſufticiently Im- 
pertinent, by ſetting a wrong 
Value upon things, which 
ought to be uſed with 
more indifference. A Lady 
muſt not appear ſollicitous 
- to ingrols Reſped to her lelf, 
but be content with a rea- 
ſonable Diſtribution, and al- *© 
low it to others, that ſhe 


may have it returned to her. 
She 
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She 1s not to be troubleſomly 
zice, nor diſtinguiſh her ſelf 
by bei ing too delicate, as if or- 
dinary things were to9d cornrſe 
for her 5 this 1s an umanner-

as things inferiour to them, 
This miſtake 1s not only 
ſenſeleſs, but criminal too, in 
putting a greater Price upon 
that which 1s a piece of good 
lick, than upon things which 


are valuable in themſelves. 


Laughing 1s not enough for 
ſuch a Fol ; 1t muſt be ſe- 
verely whipped, as 1t juſtly de- 
ſerves. It will be confeſled, 
there are frequent {emptations 
given by pert Opſtarts to be 
angry, and by that to have 
our Judgments corrupted in 
theſe Caſes : But they are to 
be reliſted ; and the utmoſt 
that 15 to be allowed, 1s, when 
thoſe cf a mew E1ition will 
forget themſelves, ſo as either

to endeavour to hide therr 
Meanneſs by their Inſolence, 
to cure them by a little ſea- 
{onable Rai/ery, a little Sharp- - 
neſs well placed, without - 
dwelling too long upon it. 
' Fheſeand many other kinds 
of Pride are to be avoided. 
That which 1s to be recom- 
mended to you, is an E mula- * 
tion to rate your felf to a 
CharaFer, by which you may 
be diſtinguiſhed : z an Eagernefs 
for precedence m Yertue, and 
all ſuch other things as may 
gain you a greater ſhare of the 
good opinion of the World. 
Eſteem to Vertne 1s like a che- 
riſhing Air to Plants and Flow- 
ers, which maketh them blow 
and proſper 3 and for that 
reaſon 
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reaſon it may be allowed to 
be in ſome degree the Carnſe 
as well as the Reward of it. 
That Pride which leadeth to 
a good End, cannot be a Vice, 
ſince it 1s the beginning of a 
Pertue; and to be pleaſed, with 
juſt Applanſe, is fo far from a 
Fault, that 1t would be an 
21 Symptom in a Woman, who 
ſhould not place the greateſt 
part of her SatisſaFion in it. 
Humility is no doubt a great 
Vertue ; but it ceaſeth to be 
{o, when it 1s afraid to ſcorn 
an 2 thing. Againſt Vice and 
Folly ic 1s becoming your Sex 
to be haughty; but you mnſt 
not carry the Contempt of 
things to Arrogance towards 
Perſons, and it muſt be done 
with fitting Diſtinions, elle
